FREE TRADE IN SHIPS, - © 

._, (San Francisco Limes, July 24.) 

, We learn by mail-that the House of, Re 
presentives, during the,first week sf July, 
passed a bill repealing Sectionli ofthe Act 
of 1792, concerning the registering and ‘re- 
cording of ships and vessels. . This Act pro- 
hibited the granting of American’ registers 
to, foreign-built vessels, unless they had 
been condemned as prizes of war, éte.: The 
repeal of this prohibition will enable our 
‘merchants to buy abroad vessels which our 
high tariff prevents them:building at home, 
and willthus tend to make the American 
flag a little legs of ararity upon the sea. We 
-hardly belisye tlie Senate will concur during 
this.seasion ; yet the passage of the bill,. by; 
the house, we consider as a great. triumph. 
It shows that the old Chinese ideas, which 
have cursed the nation so long, are rapidly 
losing their force, and the great principle of 
freedom to trade is gaining ground. 

This law prohibiting Amorican’ citizens 
from buying foreign-built vessels, is one of 
the most stupid imaginable. Even: in ‘the 
old times’ when we could build vessels 
cheaper thau any other nation, it was inju- 
tious ; and since the war its maintenance 
has been simply suicidal. It does not ope- 
rate to compel American merchants to build 
vessels at. home, except forthe coasting 


A AMERICAN ARTILLERY. 

The New York Times of July 11, gives 
the following account of experiments with 
a new piece of American ordinance ;— 

On Thursday evening an’ exhibition of 
the merits of the Gattling battery gun was

The experiments’ on Thursday were.su- 
petintended by- Mr A; J, Sinclair; of the 
Ordnance Department, and Mr Fuller, who-' 
ia in charge of the gun here, and represents . 
the Colt Manufacturin; Company, Hart- 
ford, Connecticut, by whom it is made, 
target, distant 2,550-feet, on a alope behind 
the Fort, was penetrated by the- balls, .
